RESOLUTION 

New Delhi, the 5th April, 1976 

Subject: —Setting up of a High-Level Study Team to study the problems of Coir Industry. 

No. 25 ( 30 )/ 75 *C&S.—Coir Industry is an important cottage industry providing employ¬ 
ment to 'about 5 lakh workers, Kerala which produces about 70 per cent of coconuts 
accounts for about 90 per cent of coir production in India. States other than Kerala have 
immense potential for the development of unretted coir/fibre, The progress and problems 
of coir industry were reviewed in some details by a Study Group set up by the Planning 
Commission in 1969. A number Of important and far reaching developments have taken 
place since then. The Coconut Husk Control Order 1973 was issued by the Central Gov¬ 
ernment under the Essential Commodities Act; during the years 1974 and 1975, the Govt, 
of Kerala issued a number of Orders under the Defence of India Rules for the regulation 
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of movements/price etc., of coir/coir goods. A number of representations were received 
by the Government from time to time from the trade, exporters, workers etc. on the 
various problems confronting the industry. For the development of coir industry, the State 
Governments have suitable plan outlays in their Stats Five Year Plans. T'ne Reserve Rank 
off India has since made suitable arrangements for the refinancing of coir cooperatives, 
specially Kerala State. For 'a limited period and as a special cose, the Central Government 
have been providing special Central assistance to the Govt, of Kerala for restructuring the 
exisling potentially viable coir cooperatives in that State. In the meanwhile, the volume 
of export of coir/coir goods have been continuously on t'ne decline. The need for 
modernisation of the industry Was emphasised in some quarters. All these developments 
necessitate an urgent review and study of the industry in depth. 

2. Considering, therefore, the importance of coir industry and the complexities of its 
problems, Government have decided to constitute a High-level Study Team to study the 
problems of coir industry. The Study Team will consist of the following :

3. The terms of reference shall be:— 

I. To make a critical review of the progress of Coir Industry in Kerala and other 
coir producing States and Union Territories over the last three years with 
particular reference to— 

U) availability of husk and its utilisation for production of 'white' and ‘brown’ 
fibres, yarn and other products, and the production techniques adopted; 

(ii) marketing of the products within and outside the country; 

(iii) working of coir cooperatives; 

(iv) utilisation of outlays in the public sector and institutional finance. 

XI. To suggest suitable measures for overcoming the present problems and for ‘a rapid 
and healthy development of industry over the remaining years of the Plan 
period with particular reference to the processes/items of manufacture which 
may be mechanised in a phased manner, the programmes to be undertaken 
by the State Governments and t’ne Centre including the Coir Board and the 
role of the financial institutions for ensuring fuller utilisation of husk and 
yarn and increasing Internal sales, exports etc. 

4. The Study Team will submit its report as expeditiously as possible but in any case by 
30th June 1976.
